With only four days to go to 
the elections, public opinion 
polls show that the race is still 
wide open. 

The polls, conducted during the 
past week. contradict each other, 
making it impossible to predict who 
will form the next government. A 
very high proportion of voters are 
still undecided, and figures for vot- 
ers who have made up their minds 
range from showing 4 definite ad- 
vantage for Likud to a slight advan- 
tage for Labour. 

“There's no way to predict any- 
thing at this point. Rafael Gil, Di- 
rector of Pori (Public Opinion Re- 
search of Israel}, told The Jerusalem 
Post. According to 8 poll by Gil to 
be published today in Ha'aretz, “the 
undecided voters remain around 10 
percent, with 15 percent not answer- 
ing and about. 4 percent saying they 
will not vote.” 

According to a survey conducted 
by the Modi‘iin Ezrachi Research 
Institute to be published in Ma‘ariv 
today, the Likud will get 43 man- 
dates and Labour only 33. The sur- 
vey indicates that the right-wing 
bloc, together with the religious par- 
ties, will total 65 mandates. 

Dahaf's Dr. Mina Tsemach, 
whose last poll will be published on 
Sunday in Yedioth Aharonoth, told 
the Post that according to her find- 
ings “it is very unlikely the gap will 
be as high.” While the fin: 
of her poll were not yet complete, 
she said that “we show a very slight 
and unstable lead for the right.”.

say religious parties

Religious parties are not ruling 
out the possibility of joining a La- 
bour-led coalition which would in- 
clude the Citizens Rights Movement 
and Mapam, sources in the religious 
parties told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

The spokesman for the National 
Religious Party. Yitzhak Rath, yes- 
terday “welcomed” MK Shulamit 
Aloni’s statement this week that the 
CRM would join a coalition with 
Labour which would include reli- 
gious parties. 

“ Although we would prefer a gov- 
ernment of the right. joining Labour 
is not out of the question,” Rath 


“told The Post, “If the right were 


unable to form a coalition, under 
the right circumstances we could 
join Peres.” 

Asked about a coalition with the 
CRM, Benny Rabinowitz, spokes- 
man for the ultra-Orthodox Degel 
Hatora party said: “There's no rea- 
son not to, with Shulamit Aloni, 
why not? She has her ideas, and we 
have ours, and it’s a question of 
discussion.” 

Rabinowitz added, however, that 
on a practical level. “in view of 
Aloni’s past stand and positions, it 
seems very unlikely.” 


“Likud is closer to our views, but 
I don’t say now that Labor can't 
change this," Rabbi Moshe Zeev 
Feldman, leader of the Agudat Yis- 
rael, said in a press conference yes- 
terday. 

Labour campaign chief Ezer 
Weizman -- who has expressed will- 
ingness to “wear a streimel if neces- 
sary” - reacted “very positively” to 
the statements. adding that “Labour 
and the NRP have gone a long way 
together, and I am not suprised.” 

According to Rath, although the 
NRP presently opposes Labour's 
willingness to withdraw from the 
territories, the issue could be ig- 
Nored in coalition bargaining, be- 
cause Labour has promised to call a 
referendum on any agreement. 

“Coalition bargaining involves a 
lot of things. There are issues of 
money, of ministries, and differing 
Priorities on issues. If they compro- 
mise with us on issues important to 
us and agree to take care of other 
urgent matters, we would be willing 
to allow Labour diplomatic leeway. 
since in the end the people would 
render the final decision anyway.” 
he said.

Everything but clarity

As the campaign nears the finish 
line, only the bardiest and the brav- 
est. the most inocent and the most 
crazy. are still in the running. 

The messages are sharp. straight- 
forward and to the point, even if the 
point is Orwellian in its dependence 
on an ignorant public. 

The Labour Party. represrenting 
the workers, brings out the bosses — 
500 industrialists -- as evidence of 
the logic of the Labour's economic 
policies. 

The capitalists -- the Likud - have 
unhappily unemployed workers as 
spokesmen on the economy, and 
their complaints are aimed at the 
union. 

Rebavam Ze'evi (“Gandhi") is 
now calling his party Transfer for 
Peace, suggesting that population 
transfer can be done as easily as it 
was done between India and Paki- 
stan or Turkey and Greece. 

Ya‘acov Hisdai, a religious man, 
dares to suggest separation of reli- 
gion and politics. For that alone, he 
deserves to be in the Knesset. 

Meimad shows war descending on 
the pastoral barrenness of the desert 
and then says the Land of Israel is 
holy, but there are holier things than 
land. But then it calls itself a centrist 
party -- not right, not left -- centre, 
when in this country the centre does 
not bold. 

Mapam's Doron Nesher makes 
sense for a few minues, and then 
Yossi Sarid makes sense for a few 
minutes, and then Tehiya’s Geula 
Cohen makes sense for a few mio- 
utes -- after all. the Likud isn't the 
can-do party without Yuval Ne"e- 
man running the ministerial settle- 
ments committee -- and then Tzahi- 


Geula’s son, a Likud candidate for 
the Knesset, makes sense, as he ex- 
plains that every vote for his mother 
is actually a vote for Labour. 

As the messages become ciearer, 
it becomes harder to choose. 

Yes, it would be nice to havea 
socialist system like Sweden's; yes, 
it would be nice to have faith instead 
of fear; yes, we have to talk to the 
Palestinians; yes, it’s hard to trust a 
government that will have to depend 
on Arab-controlled parties; yes, it’s 
important that Amnon Rubinstein 
be a minister again; yes, the vio- 
lence that begins at home in the 
Likud does spread to the street... 

So now, finally, at the end of the 
race, the clarity of the messages -- 
from Benny Begin to Ze'evi; from 
Yossi Sarid to Uzi Baram; creates 
another clarity altogether. 

They should ail be in two parties, 
so that the choice is really clear; the 
nationalist camp or the peace camp, 
the right or the left, the thoughtful 
or the emotional, the underdog or 
the bully, whatever you want to call 
it, one of these days the clarity of the 
messages should be tumed into a 
clarity of choice and they should 
give us a clear and simple choice 
between two parties instead of 12 or 
16 or 27.

‘We are the Centre’ The future is the issue 


YTITZHAK SHAMIR says he has encoun- 
tered a mood of optimism and confidence 
while criss-crossing the country on the 
election trail. Especiaily, he says, “in the 
little places, where you can feel the pulse 
quickly.” 

He cites Kiryat Shmona as an example. 

“ Not long ago, the town was a focus of 
national concern. Now there's a sense of 
well-being there, a feeling of progress, de- 
Spite the news of terrorist attempts to cross 
the border.” 

The prime minister readily admits, how- 
ever; that there is widespread dissatisfac- 
tion, even despair, over the quality of key 
services in our national life: health, educa- 
tion, transport, communications, official 
bureaucracy — the list is depressing. “I 
share that dissatisfaction too.” he says. 

“But the problem is worldwide, because 
the needs grow faster than governments’ 
capacities to meet them. The welfare state 
has reached a state of bankruptcy: while 
progress is dramatic, the pace at which the 
needs grow is even faster. 

“Even socialist governments abroad 
have come round to supporting the princi- 
ple of privatization. We have been trying 
to implement it in [srael,but we're only 
moving slowly — because our socialist side 
hasn't yet accepted it.... Not like in 
France, for instance.” : 

He once asked Premier Michel Rocard 
in what way the French are still socialists. 

“ He said.‘In their humanism.” To which 
Treplied that humanism is not the exclusive 
property of socialists... 

“Of course. if there were peace things 
would be better in this respect. But we all 
know that even after peace we shan’t be 
able to reduce defence spending immedi- 
ately. It will take a long time until the 
peace makes itself felt in the quality of 
public services ~ which doesn’t mean, of 
course, that we shouldn't keep striving for 
peace...” 


«APROPOS humanism and the Left, Sha- 
mir readily concedes that in Israel, the 
intelligentsia. with certain exceptions, sol- 
idly opposes him. which “doesn't make me 
happy -- bui nor do I sit shiva over it. 

“This sector of society is, by and large. a 
part of the Left. That's how it is in many 
countries: it's ἃ sort of fashion. 

“Left today is not exactly socialism, nor 
is it, as Τ say. humanism. because these 
guys’ “humanisnr is highly selective. Left 
today has two characteristics in most dem- 
Ocratic countries: resistance to anything 
connected with strengthening national se- 
curity; and a struggle against established 
Teligion. 

“Most writers and intellectuals belong 
the the Left. Maybe it's natural. There are 
some who don't, but their voice is not 
heard. 

That's the situation abroad, he says, and 
it 1s the same here, “Our media, broadly, 
follows this same pattern, lining up with 
the Left in this general definition of the 
term. 

“Lam not Right. 1 don't think of myself 
as Right. I'm Centre. Who's Right 71 don’t - 


know.... It's not for me to categorize peo- 
ple aad parties.” 

THE RELIGIOUS alliance with the Likud 
since 1977,rather than a merger of ideolo-

“ Just because people say ‘God willing” 
or ‘With the help of God" much more than 
they used to doesn't meaz that they have 
changed their Weltanschaung, that they 
propose to rely on God's help and do noth- 
ing to help themselves. 

“It’s not fatalism. When the Arabs say

HE ADMITS TO being disappointed with 
the way the national unity government has 
gone.

FOR SHIMON PERES. the objective 
state of the aation and the subjective mood 
of the people are “wholly overshadowed 
by the issues and concerns of defence. 
Defence policy absorbs all the attention, 
overrides everything in the individual and 
public mind. ᾿ 

“Some people end up with conclusions 
that are unrealistic... as though it were 
possible or practical to get rid of the Arabs. 

“There is a widespread sense of depres- 
sion. brought on by the intifada. But there 
is also a sense of anxiety over the economy. 
People don’t nave confidence in their eco- 
nomic future. The slowdown in the econo- 
my is taking its toll, sapping optimism. 
People are concerned about basic social 
problems - education. health, housing for 
young couples.” 

The Labour Party leader attributes the 
crises in the public services and industry 
directly to the Likud’s management of the 
economy. 

“Since the Likud came to power, each 
shekel in the budget is worth only half a 
shekel,because the other half-shekel goes 
for debt-repayment. That is the largest sin- 

_gle item in the budget. Inevitably, there- 
fore. there is not enough money for social 
needs. 

{ “The amounts are fantastic: the infla- 
tion, the collapse of the bank shares. the 
Lebanon War, the settlements — all these 
cost vast sums of money. Until we've 
reached a point when, for the first time in 
Israel's history. the national debt is half of 
the state budget. ae 

“That is the context in which each indi- 
vidual crisis has to be seen. 


“ONCE WE WERE a smailer, poorer 
country, and yet we managed to achieve so 
much more: in aliya, in health services, and 
defence, and settlement. Over the last 10 
years we have lost half of our income: it 
goes to service debts. 

“The coalition system, too. is becoming 
oppressive, You cannot, in practice, intro- 
duce any major [economic) reform. be- 
cause every little party controls a half or a 
quarter of a ministry, while the Treasury 
concentrates perhaps too much power in 
its hands. 

“The way to break out of the bureaucra- 
cy and stagnation is to change the electoral 
system. I don't see any other way. 

“The prospects of this depend entirély 
on the election result. If it is a tie, the 
prospects will dwindle. because in a stale- 
mated situation each of the major parties 
will warily protect its accords with its small 
allies, as was the case in the outgoing 
Knesset.” 

Question: But if one or other side wins? 

Peres: it depends which side. 

Question: Don’t you think that ideally, 
the other side would like electoral reform 
too ? . 

Peres: I think that what the other side 
wants is the status quo. That nothing 
should change. That they should stay in 
power, that’s all. No change, na 
movement. 


HE DISMISSES the suggestion that in the 
event of a te. a unity government might 
be constituted with a specific mandate to 
reform the electoral system. 

“The Likud won't risk its alliances. We ? 
We showed in this Knesset that. we were 
ready for the risk: we supported the reform 
bill. It passed at the first reading. then at 
the last minute Shamir backtracked. We 
would have backed it to the end.” 

Similarly, he seems to dismiss the notion 
that a grass-roots mass mavement for elec- 


toral reform could prod the politiciansintc’ 


passing it. The public at large is uninterest-. 
ed in this cause, he feels, despite his own 


and others’ advocacy of it for three | 


decades. 


ASKED WHETHER he believes that 1 
years of Right-Religious alliance have in- 
fluenced the national ethos beyond mere 
coalition arithmetic, Peres responds with.a 
bitter attack on “the Right, which has con- 
ceded every position of principle on the 
issue of religion. Once, the General Zion- 
ists would take a principled stand on such 
matters as the Law of Return. Today, the 
Right has one and only one issue of princi- 
ple: the annexation of the West Bank. That 
is the only ideological cause it believes in.” 

Labour for its part, he insists, ‘* has 
returned to our original positions, when we 
led coalitions with the religious parties. We 
have not gone any farther. 

“What we have tried to do, and invested 
enormous effort in it, is to ‘de-demonize’ 
ourselvés in the eyes of religious voters. 
For instance, να been told that in certain 
synagogues, the word is that if Peres comes 
to power he will ban circumcision... 

“ Sometimes in the recent past, our par- 
ty has stupidly cooperated in this attempt 
to de-demonize it. [This is a reference to 
sharply-worded passages in previous La- 
bour election platforms which have been 
excised from the present platform. D.L.] 

“But the Right just does not sce itself 
bound by considerations of truth or accura- 
cy. You can see this in the kind of incite- 
ment propaganda they are ‘putting out.” 


YET HE CONCEDES that the overali 
campaign atmosphere is “less incited” than 
in past elections. He feels that the ethnic 
element is much less predominant, that 
party loyalties count more than countries 
of origin. 

That does not necessarily méan, howev- 
er, that the campaign is more cerebral this 
time, enabling Labour to score with its 
relatively complicated message of Strategic 
security and generous peace proposals. On 
the contrary. he says, “‘the issues are very 
emotional, and a great many voters make’ 
their choice by subjective perception rath- 
er than by a cold analysis of the situation,

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Wages, prices and the election 


EVE-OF-ELECTION labour-relations cri- 
ses, notably in the public-sector, are not un- 
known under Israel's political-economic sys- 
tem. They are. in fact, more the norm than the 
exception. Unions tend to assume, not with- 
Out reason, that there is nothing a government 
would rather avoid than a public-sector strike 
Just as voters are trooping to the polls. The 
mere threat of such a strike is considered a 
sure-fire recipe for winning concessions from 


the Treasury which it would have manfully ἢ 


rejected during the previous four years. 

The higher wages granted as a result may, 
of course, sooner or later lead not to an 
improved standard of living but to the devalu- 
ation of the local curreticy and to higher infla- 
tion, which could wipe out all the initial gains. 
Union members may then rue the success of 
their leaders’ tactics. But by then it would be 
too {fate for second thoughts. 

This week has witnessed a replay of the old 
Scenario, as a whole aggregation of Histadrut 
unions tried to hold the government to last- 
minute ransom. The list included doctors in 
government hospitals, who threatened a five- 
day “warning” strike; engineers, technicians 
and academics in the public sector; secondary 
school teachers. as well as employees of so- 
called commercial banks. except Bank Ha- 
poalim. The doctors, fuming. bowed to a re- 
straining order issued by the Jerusalem 
District Labour Court. The teachers are still 
vowing action next week, unless the Treasury 
gives in. The banks are to be closed for four 
days next week. 

The only dispute solved, or so it seemed, 
was that involving the engineers, technicians 
and academics. 

An agreement concluded early yesterday 
morning by these three unions with the Trea- 
sury prevented a shutdown that would have 
been felt throughout the economy. The details 
of the accord were not immediately disclosed. 
but both parties appeared satisfied. The Trea- 
sury seemed to be saving that the fundamental 
principles of its wage policy had not been 
compromised. Union leaders. blaming the 
Treasury for footdragging that had needlessly 
delayed a settlement for months, seemed to 
be saying the opposite. The basic disagree- 


ment, clearly, had not been resolved. and the 
parties remain at odds. 

Stability is the Treasury's watchword. und 
stability is said to require that wage hikes in 
the public sector be linked to higher produc- 
tivity and to no other factor, such as an immi- 
nent general election. Where productivity is 
hard if not impossible to measure. wages are 
simply not to be raised. The practical conse- 
quence of this attitude during the pust four 
years has been the denial to engineers. techni- 
cians and academics in the public sector of the 
16 per cent wage nse. in real terms, granted 
their colleagues ἢ the private economy. 

To the minds of the engineers, technicians 
and academics in the public sector, this was 
rapk discrimination. Surely. they say. there 
must have been some rise in their productivi- 
ty, too, hard as it might have been to measure. 
The argument is irrefutable. But it is similarly 
impossible to refute the Treasury's argument 
that the one certain measure of higher produc- 
tivity in the case of engineers, technicians and 
academics is their performance of the same 
amount of work with reduced staffs, and with- 
out a reduction in quality. 

An agreement was long ago reached, in 
principle, between the government and the 
Histadrut under which staff cuts in the public 
sector would be rewarded with higher wages 
for the remaining employees. But the agree- 
ment has consistently resisted translation into 
reality. The number of employees in the pub- 
lic sector has, if anything, increased since the 
last election. The paradox is rooted in a vi- 
cious circle: low wages discourage the young 
and the qualified, and the burden of public 
service is coming increasingly to rest on a 
growing number of the less competent and 
less energetic. 

The current labour trouble in the banks. 
which are only formally non-public institu- 
tions, suggests that some labour problems are 
endemic to the services in general. These 
problems will not necessarily all yield to ready 
solution through rationalization. But without 
even an attempt at rationalization they will 
surely fester, spreading grave social and eco- 
nomic disease without regard to the immi- 
nence of general elections.

“If you are aware as a woman of 
your rights in politics, you gain pow- 
er and legitimacy.

The 
vote last week to reject Israel's UN 
credentials indicates that the Soviet 
Union still cannot resist the tempta- 
tion to take cheap shots in order to 
curry radical Arab favour. 


More significantly, the continued 
refusal to re-establish diplomatic re- 
lations without preconditions means 


that the Brezhnev-Gromyko legacy {- 


has not been entirely overcome. 
The Soviets maintain diplomatic 

ties with dozens of countries with 

which they have serious policy dif- 


-ferences. Soviet analysts and com- 


mentators have been remarkably 
frank about other mistakes of the 
previous regime — including such 
truly momentous actions as the inva- 
sion of Afghanistan and the devel- 
opment of SS-20 missiles -- which are 
now being corrected. 

But there is no acknowledge- 
ment, in word or deed. that the deci- 


sion to break ties with Israel was’ 
such a mistake, and no apparent: 


willingness to rectify it except in the 
context of some: Israeli concession. 

Israel bas a vital interest in a 
peaceful resolution of the Arab-Is- 
taeli conflict. But it has no particu- 
lar need to involve the Soviet Union 
actively in Israeli-Arab relations; 
Soviet involvement is insufficient if 
Israel and its Arab adversaries can- 
not agree on the terms of a settle- 
ment, and unnecessary if they can. 

Moreover, while bilateral Soviet- 
Israeli relations in other fields can 
be mutually beneficial. the re-estab- 
lishment of diplomatic ties is not 
something that Israel is desperately 
lacking, and it is certainly not a So- 
viet prize for which Israel should 
pay a price. 

In fact, formal diplomatic rela- 
tions are being broken or re-estab- 
lished somewhere in the world al- 

every day of the year, and the 
whole issue should be of marginal 
importance, except that it (like cre- 
dential votes in the UN General As- 
sembly) symbolizes the contextual 
approach of some states toward 
others. 

The break in Soviet-Israeli rela- 
tions in 1967 was ἃ unilateral Soviet 
act, which had nothing to do with 
Israeli actions vis-a-vis the Soviet 
Union and was symptomatic of “old 
thinking” on the Middle East. If 
Soviet “new thinking” is to be taken 
seriously, the re-establishment of 
these ties must also be a Scvict 
initiative.

OLDER WOMEN, and women ir 
the more conservative areas of the 
Triangle, still may be more likely to 
follow their husbands” voting lead, 
Mari speculates. But she senses 
change occurring in those tradition- 
al circles as well. And she believes 
that change will continue despite the 
resurgence of Islam among young 
Moslems. In fact, the Islamic move- 
ment has sometimes given many 
women a more legitimate platform 
for expressing their own identity and 
independence, she says. 

“It is tough to put all of the reli- 
gious movements into one category. 
There are those that are very reac- 
tionary, where there is no role for 
women besides staying at home and 
having children.” Mar'i says. “But 
another percentage of the Islamic 
movement is comprised of social 
and political activists. And while 
their dress is traditional, their be- 
haviour is not. These women are 
active, they are encouraged to at- 
tend university, to drive their own 
car. And when there is a call for 
voters, it includes men and women 
voters." 

Mar'i recalis how her own stereo- 
types about the new Islamic move- 
ment were gee ic she 
helped set up a evelopment 
ey for pee mothers in the Tri- 


roe 50 per cent of the wom- 
en who registered for the course 
were religious women in traditional 


dress. [t scared me at the beginning: 
1 didn't know how I would deal with 
it. or how they would fit into the 
programme. We were to talk about 


educating our children in a very 


modern way. But the apenminded- 
ness of those girls, and their accep- 
tance of new ideas, was astonishing. 

“Within a traditional family. poli- 
tics is still Mostly men’s talk. The 
argument is not ideological, but 
pragmatic...which of the political 
parties could represent us or the ha- 
mula? But the younger generation 
doesn't expect to have the family 
benefit [directly] from their vote. 
Their concern is to improve the lot 
of Arabs, of the whole society in a 
more general way.” 

The intifada has also had an influ- 
ence on Israeli Arab women's pcr- 
ceptions of their political role, says 
Mar'i. “You see posters of women 
leading and women acting. This may 
not be the central issue fof the inti- 
fada], but it creeps into people's 
awareness. There is no denying any 
more the role of women.” 

And the intifada is creating a new 
awareness among Israeli Arab wom- 
en who work in low-paid textile in- 
dustry jobs where they feel bitterly 
exploited, adds Nabila Espanole, a 
clinical psychologist who is active in 
the Democratic Front for Peace and 
Equality. 

Canvassing voters this election 
time, Espanole says she has often 
left a home with tears in her eyes 
after crags ah working women de- 
scribe their plight on the lowest rung 
of the Israeli economic ladder, earn- 
ing as little as NIS 250 a month in 
poor working conditions. 

“These omen surprised me, how 
conscious they were of their situa- 
tion, and how they connected it to 
the West Bank occupation,” says 
Espanole. “I can’t describe it in 


Among female high school stu- 
dents, the intifada has also sparked 
a new political interest. says Espan- 
ole, although that awareness is often 
raw and undirected. ᾿ 

“Ἴ was teaching high school girls 
last month in Ar‘ara.” she recalls. “ 
1 didn’t discuss politics in class. but 
outside there were a lot of opinions 
expressed against what is happening 
in the West Bank and Gaza. But the 
awareness of the girls is often very 
emotional, while 1 try to give the 
emotions a political explanation. If 
it's just strong emotions, that can be 
dangerous. You will be ‘anti,’ and 
that's it. 

Espanole, who grew up in Naza- 
reth, says her political consciousness 
was ignited when she first tried to 
gain admission to Haifa University -- 
and was turned away. 

“[ went to register for social work 
in 1974. I was already working in the 


. field. and yet they wouldn't accept 


me.” she recalls. “Alter going from 
office to office and collecting differ- 
ent reasons from evervone about 
why 1 couldn't be admitted, [ went 
fo the headmaster of the school. [ 
was finally admitted two weeks after 
classes began, 

“Through the course of my uni- 
versity years and my political activi- 
ties. 1 became more and more con- 
scious of discrimination against me. 
ποῖ only as an Arab, but as an Arab 
worn, to the point where | can no 
longer divide the two.” 

Espanole says young Israeli Ar- 
abs are opting to support the small 
parties to the left of Labour and 
Likud because they are less fearful 
of the government than their par- 
ents were. 

“We lived 40 years with the big- 
gest parties trying to frighten people 
and to promise them [something] by 
giving them a position here and 
there. In the last 10 years, with more 
awareness on the part of the people, 
that began to disappear." 

Now, she says, one of the central 
issues of this electivn for Israeli Ar- 
abs is the question of “who is more 
Palestinian” - the Progressive List 
or the DFPE. 

PLP supporters say the two par- 
ties’ attitudes on the Palestinian 
question are about the same, but the 
PLP is seeking indigenous answers 
and leadership, sather than relying 
on δὴ ideolozy borrowed from the 
West. DFPE supporters like Espan- 
ole, meanwhile, argue that their po- 
litical programme is more well-de- 
fined and established.

‘When they failed to get it, they 
broke away to form Shas. the Se- 
phardi Tora Guardians. They en- 
joyed the backing of Rabbi Eliezer 
Schach. former head of the Aguda 
Council of Sages and leader of the 
non-hassidic, so-called “Lithua- 
nian™ faction in Aguda. 

The defection of the Sephardim 
and their votes was a bitter blow, 
but Aguda did, at the last minute, 
obtain grudging support from 
Schach, who said that Sephardim

Meanwhile. in addition to his po- 
litical interests, Schach was also in- 
volved in a bitter ideological battle 
with the Lubavitcher Rebbe. whom 
Schach accused of having messianic 
aspirations and of creating a hereti- 
cal sect. As this year’s elections 


“drew near, Schach insisted that in 


Teturn for even his grudging sup- 
port, Aguda must cut all ties with 
Habad. 

This did not appear to be too diffi- 
cult, as Habad had never been affili- 
ated with Aguda -- or with any party. 
Indeed, in the past. Habad had 
roundly criticized Aguda for not 
leaving the coalition when the pro- 
posed change in the Law of Return 
excluding non-Orthodox converts to 
Judaism from the definition of Who 
is a Jew, a favourite issue of the 
Lubavitcher Rebbe, failed to win a 
Knesset majority. 

But Schach demanded that Ha- 
modia. the Aguda-affiliated daily, 
stop publishing the paid advertise- 
ments of Habad. When Hamodia, 
refused to accept this demand. 
Shach’s Ashkenazi followers formed 
the Degel Hatora party. * 

In the Degel Hatora founding ral- 
ly, at which his followers jammed 


. Jerusalem's Binyenet σα πᾶ. 


Schach bitterly criticized Habad and 
said that the halachic rulings of the 
Lubavitcher Rebbe were based on 
ignorance. In Habad, the rally is 
described as the “Kristalinacht of 
haredi (ultra-Orthodox) Judaism.” 

It was following the rally that the 
Rebbe announced that bis foliowers 
should work and vote for Agudat 
Yisrael, but the reason given was 
not the bitter conflict. Instead, the 
Rebbe’s message centred around 
the fact that Rabbi Avraham Ver- 
diger the remaining representative 
of Poalei Agudat Yisrael had joined 
the Aguda Knesset list. 

The Rebbe's decision to join the 
Aguda campaign was based on the 
recognition that Aguda was working 
for “unity”. 


“All the other (religious) parties 
split. NRP and Meimad. Shas and 
Dege! Hatora. Aguda was the only 
movement where there was unifica- 
tion, between Aguda and Poalei 
Aguda.” Dov (Berke) Wolf. the 
Habad spokesman. told The Jerusa- 
lem Post in an interview in Beit Sha- 
zar. the Habad Youth Organization 
centre in Kfar Habad, which had 
been transformed into election 
headquarters. 

Although he said that Habad had 
“tens of thousands” of supporters 
and admirers in Isracl, Woh. like 
others, refused to mention an even 
approximate number. What he 
would say is that the 144 Habad 
offices throughout the country have

been turned into campaign offices 
for gimel. 


Habad has also taken over the 
Aguda television broadcasts. In- 
deed, before Habad lent its support. 
Aguda had no intention of even us- 
ing the television time allotted to it 
in a media of which it bas never 
approved. The Habad broadcasts 
are just that: scenes of the Rebbe 
and Habad activities around the 
world adding, almost as an after- 
thought, instructions to carry out 
the request of the Rebbe to vote 
gimel. 

Menachem Brod, producer of the 
broadcasts, preferred to speak of 
the rationale behind Habad's entry 
into politics, rather than the mes- 
sage of the broadcasts themselves. 
The Aguda-Poalei Aguda merger. 
he said, was a “bridgehead to uni- 
ty.” Previously Aguda had only 
been for itself, now it was for all of 
Tsrael. 

Who would support this call? The 
tens of thousands of people, Brod 
said. who had ever asked for the 
Rebbe’s blessing. 


“E can’t say that they will all vote 
gimel, but at least some will answer 
this request of the Rebbe. Many of 
them believe that he is the one per- 
son who can move things in 
Judaism.” 

In Brod’s words, it was €asier now 
to back Aguda, because the “leftist 
element” had left it. These were the 
people. he explained. who were not 
interested in such issues as the Mor- 
mon student centre on Mount Sco- 
pus, the anatomy and pathology 
law. the whole Land of Israel and 
the Who is a Jew issue. All those 
people were interested in was mon- 
ey and allocations, he charged. 

When asked how many seats in 
the Knesset Aguda would actually 
gain with Habad backing. Brod got 
a gleam in his eye. 

“We're hoping for 61," he said. 
When pressed into agreeing that the 
number was unarealistic be said, 
“You'll laugh at me, but [ wouldn't 
be surprised if we got 10.° When 
pressed again. he said that even four 
would be a success. but that if 
Aguda only received the three seats 
it had (together with Poalei Aguda's 
Avraham Verdiger) in the last Knes- 
set, this could be viewed as failure. 

The method is a simple one. hun- 
dreds of Habad Hassidim. often 
young couples go from door to door 
with the message that one need not 
be an Aguda supporter, one need 
not be Aaredi or even religious, to 
vote gimel this one time. 


WHAT ABOUT the charge that the 
Lubavitcher Rebbe. who has aot 
come to Israel, even to visit. is med- 
dling in Israeli politics? 

“What does the Rebbe do?” Brod 
asked angrily. “He doesn’t go on 
vacation. He sees to it that a woman 
in Hongkong has matzot for Pes- 
sah, that a community in Malaga has 
a mikve. He helps Jews in Russia 
and in Morocco, in Syria and in 
South Africa. He's the leader not 
just of Israei but of the whole Jewish 


people. 
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“Do you think he doesn’t want (o 
come? Can you imagine what hon- 
our would be accorded him if he did 
come? ΤΗΣ 

"Ἢ we're doing ail this, it isn’t for 
Aguda. It’s for the Rebbe.” 

Yosef Aharonoff, director of the 
Young Habad Organization, said 
that Habad has a force of 1,000 
workers who go out daily. On spe- 
cial occasions, Saturday night and. 
of course, election day, there will be 
far more volunteers. They are call- 
ing on anyone who ever had any 
comtact with Habad, anyone who 
ever put on tefilin or received Shab- 
bat candies in a hospital, he said. 

What does Habad want in return 
for all this activity? “Nothing,” 
Aharonoff said. 

“It's true, we have no agreement. 
We won't have any representatives 
in the Knesset. We won't have a 
ministry. 

“It is a holy war to defend the 
Patriarch Avraham, who was the 
first hassid, the founder of hassi- 
dism. the Baal Shem Tov and ail the 
admorim of Habad.” 

The unspoken element of the Ha- 
bad campaign is the fact that while a 
good showing for Aguda will reflect 
well on the hassidic movement, a 
bad showing could cause irreparable 
harm to Habad’s unceasing public 
relations campaign. 

The old-time Aguda people, who 
are seeing an attempt to cause their 
party to rise, phoenix-like, from the 
ashes of dissension, tend to view the 
matter in a rather cynical light. 

Zvi Rosen, editor of the ultra- 
Orthodox weekly, Erev Shabbat. is 
a follower of the Rebbe of Gur, 2 
long-time pillar of Aguda. When 
asked whether he wasn’t concerned 
that Habad was “kidnapping” Agu- 
dat Yisrael, he shrugged his shoul- 
ders and smiled. 

Aguda, he seemed to feel was in 
such bad straits that any additional 
help was welcome. “If they are kid- 
napping Aguda, they’re welcome to

IF YOU WANT to watch the elec- 
tion campaign for the 12th Knesset 
being conducted in eamest, you 
should pay a visit to Bnei Brak. 
Ironically, this centre of ultra-Or- 
thodox, self-proclaimed anti-Zionist 
Jews is actively participating in the 


. most important event of our dem- 


ocratic system, while in many parts 
of the country the campaign is being 
described as lifeless and boring. 

Streets and porches are crammed 
with slogans and flags carrying the 
emblems of various parties. Some of 
the decorations appear to have been 
left over from Succot, balloons and 
coloured light bulbs being used to 
render the political battle even more 
lively. 

But for the religious sector it is 
certainly not a cheerful, high-spirit- 
ed campaign. The haredi voter is 
confused by more religious parties 
and splinter groups than ever. 

The dispute between the factions 


is apparently becoming increasingly 


vicious, especially when it comes to 
the two main contenders, the veter- 
an Agudat Yisrael and its new 
breakaway, Ῥοροὶ Hatora, spon- 
sored by Rabbi Eliezer Schach, the 
leader of the Lithuanian ultra- 
Orthodox. 

Rabbi Moshe Ze’ev Feldman , the 
67-year-old new leader of Aguda, 
can personally attest to this. 

“T received a telephone call two 
weeks ago suggesting that 1 be care- 
ful, since some ruffians may use vio- 
lence against me,” he says.“ It was a 
thinly disguised warning intiated by 
the highest level of the other camp. I 
told the caller I wasn’t frightened. " 


FELDMAN accuses Schach of pre- 


‘| venting the appearance of a unified 


Agudat Yisrael. 

“Divisiveness is a disaster, a blas- 
phemy. T am ashamed. What will 
the man in the street say? That reli- 
gious Jews only know how to 
quarrel?" 

He asserts that the split began 
four year ago, when Schach estab- 
lished Shas. Dege] Hatora is merely 
an extension of the process. 

He rejects claims by Dege! Ha- 
tora that Aguda was nothing but a 
loose confederation of hostile fac- 
tions. “It is an extremely imperti- 
nent argument, because who made 
Aguda into a loose confederation? 
They did.” 

“Our new message to the reli- 
gious voter is that when those who 
prevented a reform are out, we are 
going to restore order in the move- 
ment, both in financial matters and 
in political decision-making. We are 
establishing a new rabbinical body 
which will deal with all that.” 


FELDMAN explains that the unifi- 
cation with an old splinter, Pagi 
(Agudat Yisrael-Labour) expresses 
the party‘s wish for a united front of 
the religious parties. 

Another significant reinforce- 
ment is Habad. This hassidic move- 
ment, which has traditionally insist- 
ed on remaining apolitical, is now 
the key force behind the Aguda’s 
campaign. Its TV broadcasts are run 
entirely by Habad figures.

AGUDAT YISRAEL decided re- 
cently to stick to its policy and re- 
fuse any cabinet post in the next 
government. More than that, the 
party will not take any committee 
chairmanship in the Knesset, thus 
ending an era in which its most pow- 
erful committee, Finance, was head- 
ed by an Aguda MK. 

This sbeds light on a new pattern 
of action adopted by the party lead- 
ership, which differentiates it clearly 
from its hated rival. 

The head of Degel Hatora, Avra- 
ham Ravitz, declares the party's 
willingness to assume an active role 
in the country’s political life, and 
that must mean ἃ government seat. 
Degel Hatora emphasizes its aim to 
obtain funds to sustain yeshivot. 
mikvaot and other institutions and 
facilities, but at the same time hints 
that it may compromise on other 
religious issues. 

Aguda, on the other hand, scems 
to turn away from involvement in 
general public affairs to the secluded 
shteils of Jerusalem and Bnei Brak..

ONLY ONE of the two public tele- 
phones outside the Tel Aviv nation- 
al headquarters of Amnon Rubin- 
stein's Mercaz-Shinui party is in 
working order.

’ Likud's campaign policy got a slap 
in the face this week from.none oth- 
er than its future coalition parmer

After Shamir’s statement that he 
would try ta form a broad-based 
“national.” right-wing government, 
Tehiya began celebrating. Its lead- 
ets announced that it would agree to 
be a senior partner in the govern- 
ment on condition that Likud can- 
cels its autonomy plans for Judea, 
Samaria and the Gaza District and 
buries the-"‘dead corpse” of the 
Camp David Accords. Moreover. 


they branded the autonomy plan as 
a prescription guranteed to lead toa 
Palestinian Arab state. 

Likud’s main line in the election 
campaign has been to convince the 
public that the only practical pro- 
gramme for the Middle East is the 
Camp David Accords and the δὺ- 
tonomy plan. Likud sees Egypt as 
one of the main parmers to the con- 
tinued implementation of the Camp 
David Accords. 

Tehbiya's demands would jerk the 
rug out from onder Likud’s plat- 
form, leaving it entirely without any 
plan or programme for the region. 

To make things worse, Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak said this 
week that only God could ressurect 
the Camp David Accords, which 
Shamir had put into deep freeze. 

Shamir is in a bind. If he contin- 
ves to insist on the Camp David 
Accords, he might lose Tehiya’s 
support. And what grounds for ne- 
gotiation does he have with Mu- 
barak if the latter says Camp David 
is dead?

ANOTHER KEY role that Rubin- 
stein sees his party playing within ἃ 
Labour-dominated government is 
restraining the Labour Party from 
defending the crumbling centralist 
economic system, both in the gov- 
ernment and Histadrut contexts.

Farthermore, Rubinstein added, 
“you can't have a free economy in 
an apartheid society, which is what 
the Likud is leading us to.

Which explains why Mercaz-

Dr. Yoram Peri, Davar's manag-

THREE distinguished musicians ~ a 
former teacher of Mehta's, a former 
Soviet Jewish pianist who debuted 
in the U.S under Mehta's baton and 
a British musician and conductor -- 
have come to the maestro’s defence.

BUT TWO leading British critics — 
Paul Griffiths of the London Times 
and David Sonin of the London Jew- 
ish Chronicle, said there has been

{PO fairly regularly over the past 
decade, says that there has long

Fur- 
ther evidence for this is offered by Tora commentators 
in modern times. R. Ya'acov Zvi Mecklenburg (in his 
Haktav ve-Hakabala) points out that the verb vavera, 
“ay .” is used in the sense of visiting the sick 
elsewhere in the Bible, i-e., in Kings (8:29): “And 
Ahaziah the king of Judah went down fo see Joram the 
son of Ahab in Jezreel, because he was sick’ (comp. 
also 1 Samuel 19:15 and the targum m both places). 
Another proof from the conclusion of the two stories, is 
cited by The Lutzker Rav (in his Oznayim La-tora). We 
read (18:22): “And the men turned froni there and went 
to Sodom, while Abraham was still standing before the 
Lord.” After the ‘“men" depart, we go back to the first 
story which tells about the Lord's visit to the ailing 
Abraham. 


Emulation of this act of divine loving-kindness, like 
all other revealed teaching in Judaism ("‘Tora™). is not 
left to the discretion of the individual. but is postulated 
as Jaw. All standard codes of Jewish law contain special 
chapters on “Τῆς Laws of Visiting the Sick" (Maimoni- 
des, book 14, Hilchot Avel, ch. 14; Tur and Shulhan 
Aruch, YD, ch. 335 and all others, especially Torar Ha- 
Adam by Nahmanides). They dea! not just with the act 
of visiting the sick “in general,” but with the details of 
its performance as a mifzva, specifying: Who is obligat- 
ed? When? How much? How should one act while 
visiting the sick? ἷ 

This is how it is summanzed in one code (the Kitzur 

(abridged) Shuthan Aruck, ch. 193): “When a person 
falls sick, it is the duty of every one to visit him. for we 
know that the Holy One, blessed be He, visits the sick. 
As our Rabbis explained (TB Baba Metzia 86b) the 
verse ‘And the Lord sppeared unto Abraham by the 
oaks of Mamre’, that he came to visit Abraham because 
he was sick... Even the prominent should visit a less 
important ... It is meritorious to visit a sick 
person as frequeptiy as possible (not just to put in an 
appearance), previded it does not weary the sick per- 
son... One shordd not visit a sick person to whom one is 
hostile, for it may upset the invalid who might suspect 
’ the visitor of gloating in his calamity... Visitors must use 
judgment and tact when talking to the sick person, so as 
not to raise false hopes, nor cause any despair.” 
- All-diis is formulated as “law!” And there are many 
more clauses detailing “the laws” of visiting the sick, 
their common denominator being to take into account, 
jn every possible way, what is best for the patient and 
“what practical help can be offered to alleviate his suffer- 
ing and sensz of helplessness. The visitor should try to 
offer help where it is needed, to go for an errand, to 


‘One should not visit a sick person 
to whom one is hostile, for it may 
upset the invalid, who might 
suspect the visitor of gloating.’ 


The Rabbi Akiva,-we are told (TB Nedarim 39b), 
on visiting a sick student of his and finding his room was 
not clean, went ahead and washed the floor himself so 
as to teach what the mitzva of visiting the sick is really 
all about.

Jewish Tradition”) quotes'a recent responsum to 
the effect that the mitzva is not fulfilled by a phone call; 
although this does have its value, it cannot substitute for 


a presence. 


WHILE THE mitzva of visiting the sick originated in 
bnitatio dei, the idea of imitating divine attributes (TB 
Sota 14a), the rabbis also tried to find a direct source for 
it in Scripture. In the book of Exodus (18:20) we read: 
“And you shall show them the way wherein they must 
go” — where is it that “they must go” to do a good deed? 
~ they say — to visit the sick (TB Baba Metzia 30b)! 

One of the laws regulating the visiting of the sick is 
that one must not prolong one’s visit, thereby exhaust- 
ing the patient. One wise contemporary rabbi com- 
mented that the verse “And you should show them the 
way wherein they must go” instructs us that when 
visiting the sick, we must know not only when to come, 
but also when the time has come to leave. 

Visiting the sick was counted (TB Shabbat 127a) 
among the acts for which the performer “benefits from 
the ‘interest’ in this world while the ‘principal’ is stored 
away for him to be awarded in the world to come." This 
is recited in the prayers preceding the daily morning 


service.

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The truth behind the ballyhoo 


TT IS A STRANGE and daunting 
thought that by the time I write next 
week's Telereview column we will 
have finished our television election 
serial. On a superficial level. this is 
like parting from Dynasty. Not for 
four years will we see those disgust- 
ing logos torturing our previously 
hallowed flag or listen to those 
ghastly jingles. 

More than in any previous elec- 
tion, this year’s campaign has been 
waged on the box. There have been 
mass meetings, house meetings, 
newspaper advertisements, tele- 
phone calls. printed matter stuck in 
boxes, letters plastered on walls and 
cars, thousands of hands shaken and 
thousands of babies kissed, Candi- 
dates have done the things that poli- 
ticians have been domg since time 
immemorial. But, basically, the 
election fight was waged via the lit- 
tle tube, carrying the appeals of the 
parties into our living-rooms. 

One reason for this emphasis on 
the TV campaign is the idiocy of the 
law which forbids the appearance of 
political candidates on our screens 
for several weeks prior to the elec- 
tions. When Judge Eliezer Golden- 
berg, chairman of the Central Knes- 
set Election Committee, was 
interviewed on the news, he agreed 
that the law, passed at the end of the 
Fifties, needs to be reconsidered. 

One consequence of the law is 
that we did not get serious discus- 
sion of the most important event in 
our history since Camp David — the 
meeting between Hussein, Mubarak 
and Arafat. Instead, we received 
political prop: da. 

A result of the heavy reliance on 
TV by the parties bas been the ter- 
rific emphasis placed on the person- 
alities of the two major candidates. 
There were subsidiary characters 
around, of course, but the nature of 
that box in our living-room is such 
that it focuses on the two main ac- 
tors, lest the simple mind of the 
viewer pets confused by a complex 

lot. 

Ῥ Having written all this, I hasten to 
assert that, behind all the ballyhoo, 
the tumult and the shouting, the slo- 
gans and the jingles which we have 
had to endure, the TV campaign 
achieved something remarkable: it 
clarified the issues -- or, rather, the 
issue -- before the nation. 

Tt became manifest that these 
elections are crucial for us, our chil- 
dren and our children’s children. 
They will decide the destiny of the 
nation, not for four years but for 

nerations. In previous elections, 
there were great differences be- 
tween the parties. but they were dif- 
ferences largely of theory, ideology, 
approach. It was possible to bridge 


all such differences because there 
was a broad consensus about what 
was needed for the state to survive 
and develop. 

Now it is clear from the TV that 
there is no such consensus, that 
there can be no bridging of the dif- 
ferent points of view. We have to 
choose between two starkly diver- 
gent views of what will enable Israel 
to survive, and what sort of Israel 
we want to survive. 


THE CHOICE IS between hanging 
on to the territories, even if this 
involves oppressing a population 
and almost certainly ending in a 
war, and giving them up for a 
chance at peace. As U.S. Secretary 
of State George Shultz said, “It is 
peace or territories -- you cannot 
have both.” 

Tt became clear that annexing the 
territories, overtly or covertly, in- 


“volves trying to maintain forever an 


apartheid-style regime in which the 
Palestinians can never have elemen- 
tary democratic rights. I dismiss out- 
of-hand the nonsense of the right- 
wing lunatic fringe regarding 
transfer -- even if Jews were pre- 
pared to undertake anything so re- 
pellent, the world would never allow 
it. The same objections apply to the 


ation of the whole of Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza any more than Catholic 
access to their holy places in Jerusa- 
lem requires the annexation of Isra- 
el by Italy. 

If the territories had rich reserves 
of gold, or oil, or anything, there 
might have been some point in giv- 
ing up blood and democratic values 
to hold them. But they are extreme- 
ly poor in resources. Most of the 
settlers living there earn their liveli- 
hoods on this side of the Green 
Line. 

T am reminded of Hamlet's obser- 
vation when be sees the armies of 
Fortinbras going off to war over a 
tiny tract of disputed lands; he can- 
not understand why, over such an 
issue, 20,000 men “go to their 
graves like beds.” 

The right-wing propagandists ap- 
pearing in the TV election pro- 

keep insisting that we have 
been at war with the Arabs for 40 
years. I am prepared to buy this 
contention, but not the inference 
that peace is therefore impossible. 
On the contrary, 40 years is enough. 
Let’s make peace. 

England and France fought a 
Hundred Years’ War before En- 
gland gave up her claim to land in 
France; the Wars of the Roses be- 
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dream of the Palestinians living in 
one country and voting in another, 


* Jordan — neither they nor the world 


will accept this. 

The alternatives to an apartheid- 
style regime are either a bi-national 
state or an independent Palestinian 
homeland. 

Having been born in South Africa 
and lived there for a substantial part 
of my life, I hate to think of Israel 
voluntarily becoming such a coun- 
try, with its corroding effects on the 
lives of both the supremacists and 
those under them, its endless con- 
flicts and its abandonment of demo- 
cratic values. We are a century too 
late to set up a colonial regime. We 
have tried it for 20 years, and it has 
proved to be a failure, with an enor- 
mous cost in blood, money, spirit, 
ideals, morale and morality, for Is- 
raelis and Palestinians alike. 


ALL THE SACRIFICES might 
have been worth considering if the 
territories had more to offer than 
ties with our ancient history. Not for 
a moment do I denigrate the impor- 
tance of Jewish access ‘to boly 
places,-such as the Tomb of the Pa- 
triarchs in Hebron, but the right to 
such access does not involve annex- 


tween Lancaster and York went on 
in England for more than 30 years; 
the Thirty Years War tore Europe 
apart; the Napoleonic Wars lasted 
25 years; there were wars and wars 
and wars. 

What on earth were they all 
about? Did they achieve anything 
permanent? It is difficult today to 
fill the Old Trafford cricket ground 
when Lancashire play Yorkshire at 
cricket, although the match is still 
called by fanciful journalists the 
War of the Roses. The French and 
Germans are trying to persuade En- 
gland to join in the United States of 
Europe. Catholics and Protestants — 
descendants of the few survivors of 
the Thirty Years War — seem to get 
along without killing each other. 

A cynical Malthusian might say 
that mankind's love of bloodshed is 
nature's way of controlling the pop- 
ulation explosion, much needed 
now that we have overcome so many 
plagues and pestilences. But 1 don't 
think that we Jews and Palestinians 
should go on killing each other just 
to please a disciple of Malthus. 

So I see the lesson of the election 
propaganda as a simple one: we 

to choose between peace, with 
the price and risks that this involves, 


and a piece οἱ land, with the price 
and risks that this entails. 


ONE OF THE costs of the intifada 
has been the suspension of free ac- 
cess to information about what is 
happening in the territories, with a 
vigilant censor trying to control the 
coverage provided. both here and 
abroad. Of course. the censor is 
only a small cog in the control-of- 
information machinery -- the major 
way of doing this is by the army 
preventing access. 

THe danger of control is that 
journalists have to get their stories 
wherever they can, and trust to luck 
that they can evade the censor. This 
week we saw an example of this in 
the stories about “death squads” 
sent by Reuters and The Financial 
Ties, an agency and newspaper of 
very high repute. The journalists re- 
sponsible have been punished, but 
obviously their stories will be 
believed. 

On the late news one night we 
heard Bob Slater of the Foreign 
Press Association and Yigal Lev of 
the: Israel Journalists Association 

i ing what happened ta Reu- 
ters and The Financial Times. am 
sorry to say that it was a very stupid 
discussion — alf they did was arzve 
about whether forcign correspon- 
dents should be freer of censorship 
than the Israelis. Obviously. they 
should have got together to uttack 
censorship, and the censor should 
have been there to defend it. if pos- 
sible. He must have purred like a 
kitten as he watched what went on, 
a real triumph for a policy of divide 
and rule. 

As against this incident, which 
must have dismayed Israel's image- 
builders, somebody named Yitzhak 
— I never caught his surname - 
brought good news for thase respon- 
sible for Israel's propaganda, He 
said that he had watched the press in 
England for three months, and we 
were hardly ever mentioned. not 
even on a back page, and we rarely 
appeared on television. On the oth- 
er hand, he said, the good things we 
did were also ignored. 

The censors and controllers may 
claim that this getting out of the 
headlines is a victory for Israci. I 
don't think that it is. All it means is 
that we have been written off as 
another South Africa, or Iran, or 
Syria, or Latin American dictator- 
ship, not worth bothering about or 
mentioning. 1 think that we were a 
thousand times better off when a 
double standard of morality was ap- 
plied to us. I fear that it is going to 
be very difficult to return to the lofty 
plane from which we voluntarily de- 
scended.

Bnei Brak abounds with stories 
about those who wish the blessings 
of great hassidic leaders such as of 
the Lubavitcher (Habad), Gur or 
Viznitz. having to promise in return 
to vote for Aguda, the party of the 
rebbes’ choice. 

Fashionably-attired and person- 
able. Nehama Weissfeller. an immi- 
grant from New York, is a woman 
who knows her mind, but she sees 
nothing reprehensible in the prac- 
tice of these “conditional” bless- 
ings. “No, of course this isn’t buying 
votes,”” she laughs. “People believe 
in these spiritual leaders, but if they 
want to be amongst their followers, 
they must really follow them ~ it’s as 
simple as that. You don’t expect to 
get into Peres’s or Shamir's graces 
and not vote for them, do you? 
Wouldn't you consider that 
cheating?” 


But while she herself strongly be- 
lieves in rabbinical blessings, she 
seems to come the closest we have 
enountered to a “liberated woman” 
in Bnet Brak. 

“Why shouldn't all the parties 
here care about women’s votes? Af- 
ter all, this is a life-and-death battle 
for the haredi parties,” she ob- 
serves. “The party which wins will 
have funds and power. It’s not for 
nothing that they spend fortunes 
bringing voters back from the U.S. 
So obviously they will encourage 
women to vote. 

“Yet this is so only when we are 
dealing with an election having to do 
witb the secular world, which im- 
posed women’s suffrage on them. 
Here they must play according to 
the rules of the whole country to get 
their slice of the cake. But it’s all 


very different when the game is’ 


played only amongst us. Then the 
tules are diffferent,” says Weiss- 
feller, pointing to the ultra-Ortho- 
dox town of Emmanuel, where a 
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few years ago it was decided to ex- 
clude women from local elections. 

“J thought it was hideous. It infu- 
rated me. It was hypocrisy. If you 
don't want women to vote, then be 
consistent like Netorei Karta and go 
all the way -- don’t allow men or 
women take part in the Knesset 
elections.” 


Weissfeller is careful to stress that 
she is “no radical in pants. I don't 
say that we should go to the other 
extreme like the Mizrahi” (the Na- 
tional Religious Party, and its off- 
shoot Meimad, in both of which 
women not only vote but may stand 
for office. Both of these Zionist par- 
ties make a very aggressive pitch for 
women's votes. Meimad is fielding 
Tova Dan of Kibbutz Ein Tzurim in 
third slot and the NRP has Yehudit 
Huebner in seventh, Huebner was 
once director-general of the Interior 
Ministry and ambassador to Iceland 


and Norway. The NRP had in its 
past women MKs like Tova Sandhe- 
drai and Sarah Stern-Katan -- pro- 
portionally, not less than other 
parties). 


How will outspoken Weissfeller 
vote? Will she stand up to her hus- 
band? “Why? He's is not the cne- 
my,” she counters. “We think alike. 
I can't picture us on two opposite 
sides. If we were, I would probably 
end up going along with him. It’s the 
wife’s duty. But 1 still demand the 
Tight to have my vote and to have 
my say. It’s the principle of it that 
counts," she stresses. 


TO THOSE outside Weissfeller's 
millien, her opinions may seems 
generations behind 1988.

Prospective voters throughout the 
country are vontinuing to flood Inte- 
rior Ministry offices with emergency 
applications for identification cards, 
according ta ministry spokeswoman 
Tova Elinson. A citizen must have a 
card to vote in Tuesday's election. 

The ministry does not vet have an 
exact count of the applications it has 
received since it began offering a 
pre-election rapid processing service 
four weeks ago, but the number will 
probably exceed 100,000, Elinson 
said. Ministry offices added special 
hours on Sunday and Tuesday eve- 
nings during the four-week period to 
receive the flood of applications. 

Applications submitted Tuesday 
were the last ones the ministry 
would guarantee processing in time 
for the election, The ministry “is 
uying, but can't make any prom- 
ises” that applications received later 
will be processed in time for the 
vote. Elinson said. 

Nevertheless, about 50 people 
were lined up at the ministry's Jeru- 
salem office late Wednesday mom- 
ing. 

Several of those in line said that 
they were unable to come carlier in 
the week due to army service or 
work commitments.

APART FROM THIS assumption.

defend themselves against Bankers 
Trust's demand for the liquidation of 
Koor. But they are wrong: time is not 
in their favour. Koor, together with the 
whole old-fashioned Israeli network of 
business management. is being ex- 

to the attention of foreigners. 

In fact foreigners have good reason 
to be worried about the Israeli eco- 
nomic establishment. A comprehen- 
sive inquiry brings to light that it was 
not only Koor which brought Bankers 
Trust to ask for liquidation. Senior offi- 
cials at the central bank and the Trea- 
sury knew long before the affair ex- 
ploded on October 6 (incidentally, the 
date of the start of the Yom Kippur 
war in 1973 and of the bank crash of 
1983) that Israeli banks. together with 
Koor, were “cooking up™ collateral in 
their favour, leaving Bankers Trust on 
the outside. 

The American bank has been gener- 
ous with Israel for vears. Senior off- 
cials admitted that they had not re- 
quested collateral which, according to 
the American system, is not necessary. 
They are supposed to know the real 
situation of their clients from the bal- 
ance sheets. When Bankers Trust 
found, as it claimed, that it had been 
misinformed by Koor's Director-Gen- 
eral Benny Gaon regarding expected 
losses (which were double the amount 


than was actually reported to Bankers 
Trust) it was already too late to guaran- 
tee its loans. as local banks had already 
appropriated all possible collateral. 

At that stage, government officials 
could have found ways together with 
the Ismeli banks Ἧ apes} pale 
Trust, but ferred to stay 'γ. 
An idea bey reed that Bank of 
Israel officials would hold talks with 
Bankers Trust representatives at the 
IMF convention in Berlin at the end of 
September: but, at that time. the go- 
vernment felt that this could be a dan- 

rous precedent. ‘ 
rn even earlier stages. officials had 
rurmed a blind eye to the behaviour of 
local banks which had left Bankers 
Trust out in the cold. They decided 
later on that this affair should be solved 
through ‘management by default’. The 
result was that Bankers Tie having 
no choice. appealed to the courts. — 

As the situation stands now, there is 
a struggle between the old Labour Par- 
τν guard and the younger generation of 
new economic engineers, who ironical- 
ly identify with the Alignment. The 
politicians are fighting to hold on to 
their old world. while the young econo- 
mists want to see Koor dismantled. 
The central bank and the Treasury are 
of the opinion that Koor is too big for 
such a small economy as ours. They 
feel, moreover, that all the big eco- 
nomic enterprises should be disman- 
tled including the banks. 

This is the opportunity to change 
things — with Koor in trouble and bank 
shares in the hands of the government, 
now is the chance for the government 
to take over and resell them to private 
hands, joining the current fashion of 
privatization prevalent all over the 
world. 

Both parties are in favour of going 
ahead with the privatization of govern- 
ment-owned companies. and the Li- 
kud is for privatization of Koor as well. 
We will have to wait a few more days 
to see what happens to Koor, and 
whether we are on the eve of an eco- 
nomic revolution highli; by the 
turmoil affecting Koor and the banks. 


BEAUTY is only skin deep, so the 
saying goes. But as cosmetics com- 
panies increasingly promote their 
products on the basis of high-tech- 
nology content, it becomes rather 
less apt. 

Indeed, behind the latést devel- 
opments lie layer upon layer of defi- 
nition and legal interpretation which 
go to the heart of one of the fastest- 
growing parts of the cosmetics 
industry. 

In the U.S., the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA), which is re- 
sponsible for licencing drugs. is 
locked in battle with the blue-chip 
cosmetics companies over the claims 
those companies make for some of 
their products. The FDA believes 
that many of the claims are unjustifi- 
able, and has told 23 companies that 
they have to change their labelling 
and advertising. 

One cosmetics company, Estee 
Lauder, has decided to retaliate by 
filing a suit in the federal district 
court in Washington DC. The com- 

iny has asked the court to make an 
independent judgment about 
whether or not its labelling and ad- 
vertising claims are fair, calling the 
FDA's decision “arbitrary and 
capricious.” 

The clash of opinions centres on 
the expensive creams which cosmet-

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Cosmetics enter a grey area

ic companies claim have anti-ageing 
properties. Assertions made about 
the products include that they in- 
crease oxygen consumption by skin 
cells; speed up the repair of DNA, 
the genetic building-block molecule; 
stimulate the growth of skin cells 
and the connective tissue in the 
cells, and replenish matrix proteins, 
such as collagen, which form the 
skeleton and the framework of skin. 

The FDA says that these can 
amount to medical claims, which 
may mean that some of the products 
should be licensed as drugs. 

At the centre of the argument is a 
small but lucrative part of the cos- 
metics business. Estee Lauder esti- 
mates, for example, that $100m 
worth of its annual business in the 
U.S. alone is under threat because 
of the FDA ruling. 

THE MARKET for anti-ageing 
products is one of the fastest-grow- 
ing areas of the cosmetics business. 
It is fed by the increasing number of 
older consumers with greater dis- 
posable income than hitherto, and 


by the trend for men as well as wom- 
en to be drawn on to the anti-ageing 
bandwagon. 

It was the introduction last April 
of an anti-ageing product called Gly- 
cel which sparked the dispute be- 
tween the FDA and the American 
companies. Glycel was endorsed by 
Dr Christiaan Barnard, the former 
heart transplant surgeon. 

‘When the FDA began to look into 
the medical claims made by the 
manufacturers of Glycel, it discov- 
ered that many established cosmet- 
ics companies were making similar 
statements. It wrote to 23 compa- 
nies, telling them to review their 
advertising. 

Most have made minor changes, 
but the FDA says that it is still not 
satisfied with progress. Hanging 
over the heads of the cosmetics com- 
panies is the threat that if they do 
not toe the line, the FDA will seize 
their products. 

In Eurcpe, although the debate 
has been more fow-key, the argu- 
ment remains the same: where does 
the line fall between a cosmetic and 
a drug? 

The UK Department of Trade 
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and Industry (DTI) has begun to 
investigate certain products which 
are said to regenerate cell growth 
through the inclusion of extracts of 
spleen. According to a spokesman, 
the DTI is concerned that if the 
products make healthy cells prolif- 
erate, they may make cancer cells 
proliferate as well. 

One of the most outspoken lobby- 
ists for the licensing of certain anti- 
ageing cosmetics is Malcolm 
Greaves, professor of dermatology 
at St Thomas's Hospital, London. “I 
suspect a smal! percentage of these 
performance cosmetics,’ probably 
around 10 per cent, may give rise’for 
concern, whereas in 90 per cent of 
the cases, companies are just mak- 
ing wild claims in their advertising. 
The problem is we just don’t know.” 
Like the FDA, Greaves believes 
that if the products affect the struc- 
ture of the skin, they are drugs. If 
not, their advertising should be 
changed. : 

Two controversial ingredients of 
many anti-ageing creams are lipo- 
somes and niosomes. They wrap 
themselves around the active sub- 
stances in the creams to make it

easier for those constituents to pen- 
etrate the skin. 

Liposomes and niosomes are also 
being investigated by pharmaceuti- 
cal companies as a way of transport- 
ing drugs into the body. In the U.S. 
in particular, millions of dollars. 
have been invested in research by 
drug companies on the use of the 
two substances for transdermal drug 
application. 

The Advertising Standards Au- 
thority (ASA) in the UK asked its 
team of dermatologists to look at 
the liposome to determine 
its effect. It concluded that cosmet- 
ics incorporating liposomes and nio- 
somes do allow substances to pene- 
trate the skin and therefore have an 
ameliorating effect on superficial 


* lines. As ἃ result, the ASA has given 


a number of companies the go- 
ahead to claim in advertisements 
that the creams do help to eliminate 
wrinkles. 

Tan Kelloway. professor of phar- 
maceutics at the University of 
Wales. says that the liposomes in 
themselves are not harmful; it is the 
substances that they transport into 
the skin which should be under scru- 
tiny. He has investigated some of 
the other ingredients, and his con- 
clusion is that the anti-ageing 
creams do not need licencing. 

“The products themselves use 
very clever formulae, but they don’t 
seem to me to justify the use of such 
sophisticated technology. They are 
a very expensive way of buying a 
moisturiser.” Companies refute this 
argument by saying that the proof of 
the creams is in the using. 

“The product speaks for itself,” a 
spokeswoman for Christian Dior 
says of the company's anti-ageing 
cream, Capture, which has been on 
the market for two years. “It was 
intensively researched by the Pas- 
teur Institute.” 


A NEW preparation called Retin-A 
has served to blur further the dis- 
tinction between a prescription drug 
and cosmetic creams. Developed in 
the U.S. by Johnson & Johnson as a 
treatment for acne, it is now being 
heralded as an anti-ageing cream. In 
both the U.S. and the European 
Community, Retin-A has been cate- 
gorized as a prescription-only drug. 

Cilag, a UK subsidiary of Johnson 
& Johnson, is planning to ask the 
British Government ‘to extend the 
use of the preparation to cover two 
skin complaints caused by high ex- 
posure io ultra-violet radiation. 
Kenneth Watters. medical director 
of Cilag. believes that Retin-A 
needs to be prescribed following 
medical diagnosis to ensure that the 
skin damage does not represent an 
early form of cancer. 

Retin-A is a synthetic analogue of 

vitamin A, specially developed so 
that it can be absorbed through the 
skin. With that in mind, Greaves 
believes that questions should be 
asked about cosmetic creams which 
contain vitamin A.

On the other hand. independent 
television stations have flourished.

In total, the Fowler-Patrick de- 
regulations represent a complete 
turnaround in attitude of many gov- 
ernment officials and members of 
the public towards the electronic 
media.

“I became a con- 
vert.” said Donal West, managing 
editor of Broadcasting, a leading in- 
dustry publication.

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Budget cuts 
hit Swedish

STOCKHOLM - Plagued by arms 
smuggling scandals, Sweden's arms 
industry now faces a new threat -- a 
severe government squeeze on mili- 
tary spending and development. 

At the same time, neutral Swe- 
den’s most expensive military pro- 
ject to date — a multi-purpose air- 
craft codenamed Jas Gripen has 
fallen behind schedule and ts facing 
cost overruns with financial conse- 
quences for all the companies in- 
volved. ‘The whole future for our 
defence industry is very insecure. 
It will face great difficulties if mili- 
tary spending stays at forecast les- 
els.” says Defence Staff Spokesman 
‘Thomas Gur. ᾿ 

Sweden's arms industry is concen- 
trated around a small oumber of 
firms. principally motor vehicle and 
aircraft companies - Saab-Scania 
AB and AB Volvo, industrial can- 
glomerate Nobel {ndustrier AB. 
communications company Telefon- 
akticbolaget L.M. Ericsson and a 
number of state-owned enterprises. 

Share analysts say all these firms 
stand to be affected by the squeeze, 
but Saab and Nobel seem most vul- 
nerable. 

The future of Sweden's defence 
posture, which backs up tts neutral- 
ity. has sparked a heated political 
debate. 

It began when Supreme Com- 
mander Bengt Gustafsson presented 
a plan in October outlining cuts 
needed for the armed forces to con- 
form to state spending targets for 
the next five years. It recomends 
military budgets be broadly frozen 
at current levels. “The resources 
that have been appropriated ure not 
sufficient for carrying out the tasks 
that the state has placed upon the 
defence,” Gustafsson said. 

He identified several major pres- 
tige projects that Sweden would be 
unable to finance, including a new 
battle tank, advanced missiles to 
arm the Gripen and ἃ fraining ver- 
sion of the plane, 

The centre-right opposition is 
now lobbying for more monev for 
the armed forces from the Social 
Democratic government. 

But Ericsson decided not to wait 
for the outcome of the debate. In 
fate October, it suspended construc- 
tion of a new radar and electronics 
plant, citing insufficient state or- 
ders. 

Like many small countries, Swe- 
den is discovering that it cannot 
keep up with the, massive costs of 
developing increasingly sophisticat- 
ed weapons systems. In the past. 
Swedish companies tried to com- 
pensate for fluctuations in domestic 
orders by exporting, often ignoring 
strict government rules prohibiting 
arms sales to countries at war or in 
areas of conflict. 

Police investigations established 
that Swedish arms were quietly sent 
to a [ong list of Third Worid nations 
on the forbidden list, including Iran 
and Syria. After a series of embar- 
rassing scandals, regulators have 
tightened rules and intensified their 
scrutiny of export orders. 

The defence squeeze has put Saab 
in a particularly sensitive position. 
because it leads the consortium 
building the Gripen with a 65% 
stake. Volvo and Ericsson have 15% 
each and the state-owned arms firm 
FEV the other 5%. 

Originally budgeted at $6.5 bil- 
lion, the project has fallen 18 
months behind schedule. Saab 
spokesman Kai Hamerick says a de- 
cision not to build the taining ver- 
sion of the plane could be just as 
serious, hitting the company's pros- 
pects of exporting it. 

The future of Saab's missile divi- 
sion also looks gloomy. It is working 
on an air-to-air and an air-to-ground 
missile for the Gripen. but both 
seem likely to be cut, defence 
sources said.

The dollar/shekel exchange rate 
was published yesterday, as on any 
other business day abroad - but yes- 
terday was no ordinary day and the 
rate was not just another rate. Yes- 
terday’s representative rate. of 
1.605. was the rate at which the 
Treasury will redeem the dollar- 
linked bank shares next Monday. 

The dollar has fallen steadily on 
the international foreign exchanges 
this past month. and the Treasury 
has taken advantage of that trend to 
push it lower against the shekel. 
From a rate of NIS 1.645 at the end 
of September. the dollar has 
slumped by 2.5% to NIS 1.605 yes- 
terday. 

Since the government has to 
Spend $3.6 billion worth of shekels 
on the bank share redemption, the 
largest tranche of the programme 
established under the October 1983 
“arrangement.” this month's drop 
in the dollar has saved it $90 million. 
This is so because even those inves- 
tors who chose to retain their bank 
shares unti! 1991 are linked to a 
lower dollar base -- so that they are 
effectively redeeming their old 
shares and getting new ones based 
on the current exchange rate. 

The latest fall in the dollar is only 
the final stage in the misfortunes of 


the bank share holders, and the 
good fortune of the government, 
that has stemmed from the policy of 
keeping the exchange rate frozen at 
home. coupled with the massive de- 
cline of the dollar overseas in the 
last three years. 

Since the Economic Stabilization 
Programme was introduced in July 
1985, the shekel’s total devaluation 
against the dollar has been only 
7.5%. In the same period, the rate 
of inflation has been approximately 
70%. This means that the inflation- 
adjusted value of the bank shares 
has fallen by almost 60% since July 
1985. : 

The other element of the govern- 
ment’s success in the bank share re- 
demption has been the extremely 
high rate of retention or reinvest- 
ment of the maturing funds. 


The breakdown of the $3.6b., and 
how it was recycled, is as follows: 

O $820 million worth of bank 
shares were held by the banks them- 
selves as “nostro.” or on their own 
account.

NEW YORK (AP) -- The stock mar- 
ket sustained a broad loss yesterday 
as traders showed signs of wariness 
over the recent wave of corporate 
buyout bids. 

The Dow jones Industrial Aver- 
age was off nearly 25 points in late 
trading at 2140.83. 

News reports Thursday morning 
said investors apparently had balked 
at an offering of high-yield Federat- 
ed Department Stores bonds arising 
from Campeau Corp.'s takeover of 
Federated last spring. First Boston 
Corp., the lead underwriter, said it 
had not withdrawn the offering but 
was engaged in discussions. 


franc surge; 
dollar falls 


LONDON (Reuter) - Britain’s 
pound sterling surged and France's 
franc firmed in European currency 
markets yesterday after both nations 
announced improved trade perfor- 
mances. 

The dollar, which dropped sharp- 
ly Wednesday because of slower- 
than-expecited U.S. economic 
growth, eased to a four-month low 
against the Deutschmark. It recov- 
ered later in active short-covering by 
Chicago fatures and New York inter- 
bank traders amid rumours of cen- 
tral bank intervention (see new York 
Financial Markets on this page). 

“The intervention report made 
operators very nervous about push- 
ing the dollar down farther,"’ said 
one London foreign exchange dealer. 

Despite the U.S. currency’s drop, 
the currency markets focused on 
sterling after Britain reported a Sep- 
tember current account deficit of 
£560 million, one of its best balance 
of payments figures for several 
months. The gap was beneath most 
market forecasts, and sterling rose 
two pfennigs to 3.145 Deutschmarks 
and 1.5 cents to $1.773 just after the 
news. It eased slightly later. 

The current account, which in- 
cludes trade in goods and services, is 
the widest measure of trade. Some 
economists had worried another set 
of bad trade figures could bring 
higher interest rates. Bill Ridley at 
County Natwest Bank in London 
said market reaction to the data 
showed were now more 
confident that British base rates will 
not have to rise above the current 
12% level. 

France's trade balance turned 
back into the black in September, 
recording a $66 million after a sur- 
prise deficit last month. This com- 
pared with a gap of $1.36b. in Au- 
gust, the highest since the early 
1980s. 


After the figures were released the 
franc rose to 29.30 marks per 100, 
after opening at around 29.26. 

‘Some Paris currency traders, 
however, were cautious. ‘‘The franc 
will not get stronger just because of 
this figure. The long-term problems 
have not been solved,’ said one. 


Banks will give Koor

Likud victory spells

presidential candidate Michael Du- 
kakis has taken issue with King Hus-

Nightline, Dukakis said: “I don’t 
think that's necessarily a disaster.” 

But Dukakis did say that he did 
ποῖ want to comment further on Is- 
rael’s domestic politics: “I'm not 
going to try to intervene myself or 
express opinions about the elections 
in Israel. 

“The people of Israel are going to 
have to make their decision about 
who the next government is going to 
be and who is going to lead that 
government,” he continued. “But 
Shamir himself has said that every- 
thing is on the table, and that if 
Arab leaders will stand up and do 
what Sadat did, he's prepared to sit 
down and negotiate.” 

The Massachusetts governor re- 
called that it was former Likud 
prime minister Menachem Begin. 
“who was supposed to be a hard- 
liner, who participated in the Camp 
David process." 

During the interview, Dukakis 
endorsed the general outlines of 
Secretary of State George Shultz’s 
peace initiative, including the call 
for an international conference de- 
signed to kick off direct Arab-Israeli 
negotiations.

Caught in the middie of the family 
buying and selling was Mark Law- 
renson, the Oxford manager, who 
reportedly knew nothing of 
Saunders’ transfer ‘until the 
death,” and was apparently plan- 
ning to resign over the behind-the- 
scenes bargaining. 

But, when Lawrenson came to 
London on Tuesday for a showdown 
with chairman Kevin, he was dis- 
missed for breach of contract. Ac- 
cording to Maxwell, Lawrenson had

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U.S. concerned Libya may give 
chemical weapons to terrorists | ~ 


WASHINGTON (AP) -- America’s 
top counter-ierrorism official said 
Wednesday he was concerned Libya 
might give chemical weapons to 
terrorists. 

Ambassador L. Paul Bremer 
made the statement a day after CLA 
director William Webster disclosed 
that Libya was building the largest 
chemical weapons plant detected by 
his agency anywhere in the world. 
He refused to say if the plant, locat- 
ed 80 kilometres south of Tripoli, 
was functioning or what kind of poi- 
sonous gases it could produce. 

But Libyan leader Muammar 
Gaddafi said that the factory is actu- 
ally a plant to manufacture medi- 
cines and will be opened for interna- 
tional inspection, Libyan media 
reported yesterday. 

Bremer said in an interview that 
while there is no evidence that Libya 
intends to arm terrorists with chemi- 
cal weapons -- known as the poor 
man’s nuclear arms -- there are rea- 
sons to fear it might. 

“Libya has a track record_of pro- 
viding lethal weapons to terrorists,” 
Bremer said. He said Libya, which 
the U.S. accused of supporting ter- 
τουδὶ groups leading up to an Amer- 


ican bombing of Tripoli in April 
1986, has resumed its involvement 
in international terrorism over the 
past year. 

The U.S. has accused Libya of 
sponsoring attacks against U.S. In- 
formation Agency offices in Costa 
Rica, Colombia and Peru, as well as 
a club frequented by American ser- 
vicemen in Naples, Italy. Five peo- 
ple were killed in the Naples attack 


. earlier this year. 


Bremer said Libya provided the 
weapons for the Abu Nidal attack 
on the City of Poros cruise liner off 
the Greek coast last July. 

“They have no record of re- 
straint," he said. “We're concerned, 
and we think others should be too.” 

In a dispatch from Rome vyester- 
day, the official Libyan news agency 
Jana said Gaddafi had commented 
on CIA chief Webster's allegations 
in a speech broadcast Wednesday 
night by Libyan radio and 
television. 

Libya had built "ἃ plant for medi- 
cines, which will be opened to the 
world,” Gaddafi said. Jana quoted 
Gaddafi as saying that journalists 
and diplomats based in Tripoli 
would be invited to the inauguration 


of the plant and will “see for them- 
selves that it is a plant for the manu- 
facture of medicines.” No inaugural 
date was given. 

“This plant will open and we shall 


defend it.” Gaddafi said. “Tt is a 
civilian factory and we will not allow 
an attack against it.” 

Jana also reported yesterday that 
Libya's foreign ministry. in 8 state- 
ment, called on the U.S. to destroy 
its chemical weapons stockpiles. 

Ina separate development in Isra- 
el, the Defence Ministry is said ta be 
ready to approve the sale of gas 
masks and other anti-chemical war- 
fare equipment to civilians. The 
move comes while civil defence offi- 
cials have yet to decide whether or 
not to distribute the gas masks and 
protective equipment kept in 200 
storage facilities around the coun- 
try, or whether to leave them there 
until an emergency arises. 

Until now. the Israeli company 
which manufactures the protective 
equipment has sold its entire pro- 
duction to the Defence Ministry. 
The ministry has paid NIS 45 for gas 
masks. NIS 150 for protective hoods 
for small children and NIS 150 for 
enclosed cribs for infants. 


Hussein denies discussing confederation with PLO

King Hussein has denied discuss- 
ing, let alone agreeing to. the idea of 
a Palestinian-Jordanian confedera- 
tion during last week's Aqaba sum- 
mit with PLO chief Yasser Arafat. 

Hussein, in an interview pub- 
lished yesterday in the London- 
based newspaper al-Hayat, said that 
the idea of a joint PLO-Jordanian 
delegation to peace talks had also 
not been reviewed in Aqaba. 

Hussein's statements contradicted 
earlier comments by Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak, who said that 
Arafat and Hussein had agreed to 
the principle of a Jordanian-Pales- 
tinian confederation at the recent 
talks. 

“Jordan and the PLO delegation, 


headed by Yasser Arafat, never 
mentioned the subject of a Jordani- 
an-Palestinian confederation in 
these discussions in Aqaba.” the 
king was quoted as saying. 

He added that the confederation 
issue was “‘premature until the situa- 
tion clarifies in a manner that will 
allow discussion of relations be- 
tween the Jordanian and Palestinian 
families.” 

Hussein did not rule out a second 
meeting with Arafat after the No- 
vember 12 session of the Palestine 
National Council. 

The monarch said he was hopeful 
that issues of Jordanian-Palestinian 
cooperation could be discussed at 
that time. : 

“But the type of union we are 
looking forward to is not a union of 
the East and West Bank, but more 


of a general regional union, includ- 
ing Iraq, Syria. Egypt and the Pales- 
tinian state. This union would be 
similar to the European Economic 
Community,” Hussein was quoted 
as saying. 

The main achievement of Aqaba 
was a warming of Jordanian-PLO 
relations, both Hussein and Pales- 
tinian sources indicated. 

“Our bilateral relations are com- 
forting at this stage because they 
have assumed a responsible atti- 
tude.” the king was quoted as 
saying... 

Ina reference to the al-Hyut inter- 
view, Jordan Television last night 
stressed that Hussein said he would 
support any decisions taken by the 
PLO at its upcoming PNC meeting -- 
implying support for a PLO declara- 
tion of an independent state.

laf, the PLO's second-in-command. 

“It’s for that reason that we prefer 
the Labour Party," he added, de- 
scribing it as the lesser of two evils. 

“The Likud wants to feed us dry 
poison, without even so much as an 
ice cube, while Labour wants to give 
it to us wraeed in honey,” Khaled 
al-Hassan, head of the foreign af- 
fairs committee of the Palestine Na- 
tional Council commented. The 
PLO on Monday issued an unprece- 
dented appeal to Arab and Jewish 


voters in Israel to vote for “peace 
forces. which, according to Has- 
san, include the Democratic Front 
for Peace and Equality and other 
leftist groups. 

The PLO wants to encourage an 
estimated 300,000 Arab voters to 
take part in the election. They could 
play a key role in blocking the for- 
mation of a right-wing government. 

Palestinian leaders are also anx- 
ious to take advantage of the new 
regional situation created by the up- 
rising in the territories.
